Windows, Locks, Chefts, Cupboards, 
Scrutores, &e. 

Never was-there fuch.a Myfery of ini- 
quity in a Thiog fo meerly common, and 
only a Managing as to Trade, detzéted in 
the Werld 5 thé Whore of Babylon had not 
more Triakets in her Attire, proportiou’d 
to her Occupation: A Vintuer fet Upon 
a Stage, with all his Brewing, Mixing, Con- 
vercing Impliments and Materials hung ae 
bout him, and carry’d in Proceffion, would 
look like the Burning of the Pope. 

And was there ever fuch a Defolatiog a- 
mong the Wine Brewers of thid Kingdom ! 
They look to me like the Monks and Fry- 
ars after the Reformation here, who were 
difpofiefs’d of their fat Lodgings and Seats 
of Pieafure, and were turn’d a-drift to 
work for theit Bread 5 indeed the Thing 
was fomethiog Cruel, coafidering they were 
not bred to any Trades, and tho’ it was ab- 
folutely neceffary toc—— Bur being out of 
Bufinefs, they fell {ome to one Trade, fome 
to another 3 fome to the Army, fome to the 
Jails, and fome to the Gallows ; and fo it 
muft be now, among the Coopers, the Cel- 
lar-Men, the Monagers of Wine, We. may, 
and I feara little, the Vintners themfelves 
too, burofthathereafter. 

And what Is the Matter? Why, the 
Cafe ig plain 5 . we are fupply’d wit Wine 
now, inftead of a Red Decoéion. which 
they mix’d up for us ——— The Cellars Ee 
re&ted by the twoMerchants aforefaid, have 
wrought this Reformation moft. ef. ‘dually 
for us ; for asthefe fe trae Natu .. ‘Vines, 
neat, aad unmix'd, , without A:ts and A- 

dulteratiors, 
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— Sulterations, People (end Reafon good) run 
“hither for their Wine : And Ene the 
- Vintners will not fell their Wines Neat, as 
_ they buy them, no body will go to their 
Houle —— This will aot only fend alt pris 
_ vate Families to thefe publick Cellars, but 
_ it will briog all che Vintners to fall into the 
Trade of felling true unmix’d Wines alfo, 
or fhut up their Doors and give overs fur 
who will drink Wine in a Tavern and be 
 Poifon’d, that can have it from the immedi- 
ate Importer, Neat, as it comes fromthe 
3 Grape ? | 
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I have nothing to do in this Bifcourfe, 
with thePrices or with eheQuantity brought 
_ to the Marker, I fhall only couch ther 
here, I fhail talk of them at large after

wards——As tothe Price, here is a banter 

upon the common Cuftem of Trade, for 
 fuch was the Infolence of the Vintners be- 
fore, that they had no more to do, bat put 
_ @ bard Name upon what they gave you in- 
 ftead of Wine, and they made no difficul- 
ty to impofe what Price they pleas’d upon 
you 3 fothat in this Cafe, contrary to the 
Ufage in all Trades, the worft Goods fold 
tor the higheft Price, and the beft Goods 
eow are fold under the Price. 


If then Cheapnefs caufes Confumption, 
_ we maycome to have our Portugal Trade 
reftor’d again, I mean in che Article of 
Wine, which all People will allow to be a 
gainfal Trade to Brztain, as it cirrics out 
our Manofaétures, and enc: u.ages our Pco- 
ple to Labour ; and as che Import from 
thence was leffened, at leah, Tweaty Thou- 
fand Pipes of Winea Year, by the Arts.aod 
Milchiefs of che Vintners, we fhali cacreafe 


that Trade again by Confequence, ind re. 


cage - wage sr before. 
ac after all, What fhell we fay, That 
this Nation thould be tak oleae 
degree, that we fhould drink 2000p Pipes 
every Year of Nafty, Brew’d, corrupted 
Mixtures ef we know oor what [ngrediente, 
and pay our Money for it at 2s. per Quart, 
purchaling Death add Di(eafes at an extrac 
vagant Price, and wafting our Purles to 
debauch our Palates ? 


I faw ia fome of our Prints, whether 
true or not, aa Account of the Neteffity 
there is, to infpe& our Jails, and che Mie- 
ty and Wretched Way of living among 
poor Prifoners— To fee, that for want of 
Neceffaries, Air, Food, and cleanly Living, 
they do not contra& Noifsme Difeates, and 
lay the Foundation of the Plague, fo much 
dreaded at this Time among us: But had 
there not been more need for fome Years 
paft co infpe@ the Cellars of the Vintnegs 
and Coopers, to prevent Difeales fpreadiog 
among us, from the Filth and Corruption 
that has been to be found among fome of 
them— (I do not fay all, for I have 
known fome Vintners that have been Ho- 
nefter than to admit the Pra@ile) But of 
the reft, I firmly believe as many People 
have been fent to their Graves in this City 
by drisking bad Wine, er rather Liquor 
call’d Wine, as by any Ordinary Ditleafe 
in the Weekly Bill. 


I might fay fomething of the double 
Danger, becaufe of Men’s drinking thefe 
Thiugs call’d Wine, as Wine, and by Con 
fequeace to Excefss but I adjourn that part 
to tarther Confideration.
